Unification the Architectural Profession 


TRANGE may seem—in these days— 

The American Institute Architects continues 
operate under democratic form govern- 
ment. The Proceedings its Conventions, and 
the Minutes its Board and Executive Committee 
meetings show that has been doing so, more 
less successfully, since 1857. Therefore, Conven- 
tion mandates things proposed done should 
receive the close attention the individual member, 
who elects delegates vote his views the annual 
meetings. 

The membership the Institute will have before 
it, the January number def- 
inite proposals for the unification the archi- 
tectural profession, contained the final report 
the Unification Committee. The action the 
Executive Committee that report—as taken 
the recent December meeting—will published 
therewith. 

this time desirable review Institute 
action leading the final report the Unification 
Committee. 

the San Antonio Convention—in 1931—the 
delegates squarely faced the depression and all the 
implications its deadly grip their profession. 
Various decisions made that Convention, the 
light subsequent events, reflect intuitive real- 
ization the desperate years which have followed. 

The delegates San Antonio apparently were 
determined lay the foundation for more closely 
knit architectural profession. They adopted the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

Resolved, That The American Institute Architects, 
Sixty-fourth Annual Convention assembled, believing that 
the prevailing conditions, with respect the practice 
architecture and the development state societies archi- 
tects offers most opportune time collaborate with such 
groups and bring about unification the architectural 
profession, hereby authorizes and directs the Board Direc- 
tors the Institute invite such societies collaborate with 
and formulate whereby such societies can 
brought into direct unified relationship with the Institute and 
present the next Convention the necessary recommen- 
dations achieve such result. 


After the Convention 1931, the President 
appointed Committee Unification the Archi- 
tectural Profession, with Edwin Bergstrom, Los 
Angeles, Chairman, and with key men from 
various chapters and state societies members. 
That Committee successfully undertook the task 
providing place the Institute’s set-up for the 
State Society, corporate voting member The 
American Institute Architects. 

The Board Directors the Washington Con- 
vention 1932 reported the recommendations 
the Unification Committee, and amendments pro- 
viding for corporate membership the Institute 
for the State Societies Architects. 


The Convention adopted the principles involved, 
and the amendments—as now contained Chapter 
the By-Laws the Institute. That Chapter 
provides membership class for the State Associa- 
tions Architects, and fixes the powers, duties and 
obligations such membership. (Chapter was 
published full the 1932 May 
page 24.) 

Financial conditions forced the omission Con- 
vention 1933. 

Meanwhile, two corporate members had been 
admitted—the State Association California Ar- 
chitects, and the Michigan Society Architects. 
the 1934 Convention both these corporate 
members were represented the floor voting 
delegates. 

The 1934 Convention was held Washington, 
May. The effects four years economic 
starvation upon architecture and architects were 
the minds the delegates who composed that Con- 
vention. They received with interest and approval 
the report the Board Directors the subject 
Unification. (Page the 1934 May 
Octacon). That report covered the admission 
California and Michigan. offered extension 
the unification program. But when the subject 
came the floor there was demand for more 
comprehensive action, which resulted the unani- 
mous adoption the following resolutions: 


Whereas, The unification the entire architectural pro- 
fession single, strong national organization representing 
numerically the architects the country essential, particu- 
larly view the requirements the proposed NRA Code 
for Architects, and 


Whereas, The American Institute Architects the logical 
nucleus for such organization; therefore 


Resolved, That changes made the organization The 
American Institute Architects, such that 

(a) will practicable for all state societies, other un- 
architectural organizations and individuals 
affiliate with The American Institute Architects, and that 

(b) order assure status satisfactory the members 
the organizations proposed affiliated, provision 
shall made, greater expense their members, for 
the effective maintenance and prosecution state and local 
functions with much freedom now enjoyed the local 
organizations, and that 

(c) this end, the present regional divisions The Ameri- 
can Institute Architects shall modified and, within them, 
autonomous state divisions shall established which together 
will form the national unit, many chapters being formed 
within the jurisdiction the state division the geographical 
and numerical requirements dictate and these chapter and 
state organizations jointly taking the place the present 
chapter and unaffiliated organizations; and further 


That the President authorized appoint 
committee three members promote the unification 
program the Architectural Profession, the said committee 
report its recommendations the Board Directors 
The American Institute Architects not later than September 
30, 1934, and the said Board shall have full power determine 
and act this matter for and behalf The American 
Institute Architects represented this Convention. 
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instructed the second resolution the Board 
appointed Committee Unification the Archi- 
tectural Profession, with the following personnel:

The instructions the Committee were con- 
tained the resolutions the Convention. 

The Committee made its report under date 
December 1934, the Executive Committee 
its recent December meeting.

From all this apparent that the delegates 
composing the last three conventions the Institute 
have determined upon certain objective, the attain- 
ment which they believe for the good 
architecture and for the good those who practice 
architecture. 

There may have been day when truth and 
beauty needed defense, when professional purity 
assured public recognition the value archi- 
tectural service. another day. the 
judgment many the cause architecture and 
the architect needs the united, aggressive support 
all men who merit and uses the title “Architect.” 

the next Convention, the Institute must de- 
termine whether not will become fact the 
national organization the entire architectural pro- 
fession, leave the responsibility, the hard work, 
and the dangers that job some other body. 


The St. Louis Better Housing Campaign 


STRUCK being rather amusing that 

the Institute’s telegram requesting send 

report the St. Louis Chapter’s activities 
the Federal Housing Administration’s program 
should find the office Saturday morning 
for the first time many many months, and also 
the midst hunting tools (don’t know 
yet who the hell swiped dividers) begin 
new job. Now I’m not saying one way another 
that the Better Housing Campaign had anything 
with the new job, but St. Louis are 
optimistic lot. 

anyone were look over the Chapter’s minutes 
covering the last two years, the records would dis- 
close that our members have been decidedly mod- 
ernize minded for least that length time, only 
called “renovize” Philadelphia did. Just 
why didn’t get over longer any con- 
cern, since the programs “F. A.” and 
the “B. C.” are full swing St. Louis and 
our fellows are pushing hard from both sides. 

quite possible that because these en- 
deavors architect was put the Better Housing 
Campaign’s Executive Committee; also may 
that the high class men who organized the Com- 
mittee had appreciation the profession’s im- 
portance building program, and were 
asked cooperate. 

any rate out these activities there grew 
first all Architects’ Advisory Committee—to 
organize and maintain advisory bureau cam- 
paign headquarters. Arrangements have been made 
whereby competent architect will duty every 
Monday, Wednesday and Friday afternoon, from 


Committee special color, interest and importance, 
the membership was made all past Presidents 
the Chapter. 

course the bureau has not been obliged 
increase its force yet but the activity still young, 
and the majority people who are fulfilling their 
pledges result the Campaign are, far, 
small modernizers (average date—$193.60). 
Apparently many them not think that thev 
need architect. also doubtful this partic- 
ular class knows how make use architect. 
Just the same our faithful members are quite con- 
tent keep their advice until called upon, believing 
that eventually even the small modernizer will learn 
the value the architect’s service. The architects’ 
bureau being publicized through the campaign 
literature, and over the radio connection with 
campaign talks. 

course there going exhibit house— 
fa.t two them; one remain is, the other 
modernized.

Another committee preparing 
exhibit for the Better Housing Exposition 
held our new Municipal Auditorium January. 
There intend tell the architects’ story not 
only through plans, specifications, models and ren- 
dered drawings, but through featured quotations 
taken from the standard documents. These 
will enlarged photostatic reproductions quoting 
objects the Institute; forms agreement between 
architect and owner, contractor and owner, and 
on. might said that efforts this time will 
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spot light the architect for the Title home 
builder. 

Because the Federal Housing Administration 
holds the public interest present, was natural 
choose this subject the theme for our last 
regular meeting. were fortunate obtaining

make the event perfect every respect, 
Russell, President The American Institute 
Architects, consented preside, and did his 
usual interesting manner. 

While the officials the campaign described 
the object and machinery the Housing Act, our 
presiding officer urged the members take full 
advantage the opportunities which the new re- 
covery legislation offers. Further encouragement 
was injected through letter received and read 
from James Moffett, Federal Housing Admin- 
istrator, which commended the St. Louis 
Chapter for its cooperation and for having “put its 
shoulder the wheel particularly effective 
way.” 

was dinner meeting and men were pres- 
ent; the whole made speakers, members 
the St. Louis Producers’ Council, representatives 
zations, and Chapter members. Believe not— 
the Chapter footed the bill! 

Bursting from the opaque shell which has been 
our protection from scrutiny these many years, the

but are taking advantage the opportunity 
say the architect can serve you.”

the statement purposes our Constitution and 
By-Laws. recall our commitment 
service society. 


short, the St. Louis Chapter has engaged 
series activities which command public interest. 
They are designed, first get attention, inform, 
and then—in all frankness—to sell both the Better 
Housing Campaign and the Architect. make 
sure that both objectives are fully served and ob- 
tained, firm public relations counsellors has 
been retained supervise those activities which 
concern the public and handle newspaper pub- 
licity. activities are reported the 
papers and splendid coverage has been given them. 
Just with radio time, which being used our 
members several times each week. 


Naturally you will ask what about the Better 
Housing Campaign itself, and does justify all 
this? 

The campaign was begun the St. Louis Cham- 
ber Commerce November 5th with Walter 
Head, President the General American Life 
Insurance Company, General Chairman. 
Executive Committee, sales canvassing organi- 
zation, speakers and publicity bureau, and women’s 
organization were set up, all headed prominent 
citizens. The Government furnishing and 
now paying nearly 1,000 men wages 
make door door canvass. 

The Campaign’s goal $10,000,000 pledges, 
obtained February Ist. Again, true 
that the activity young and the reports are for 
small jobs; but consider that fruitful soil 
now being turned over. 

Question: Does this justify the Chapter’s ac- 
tivities? Not dollars and cents date but, 
our opinion, it’s like any other good investment 
made for future benefit.
